The signing of the statement be- 
came known as speculation over 
the manner in which the President 
will announce his intentions made 
the big question not, “will Presi- 
dent Roosevelt run?” but rather, 
“how will he announce his deci- 
sion?” 

The statement bore the names of 
House members from 21 states. 
Representative Smith (Dem.), 
Washington, said it “expressed 
their earnest desire that the Presi- 
dent accept the nomination to be 
tei.dered him at Chicago.” 

What Statement Says. 


Re-election of the President, the 
declaration said, would mean pres- 
ervation of American democracy 
and would promote “social justice 
and economic security” here. 
Smith said that “it is our opinion, 
in reflection of the views of our 
people back home, that the Presi- 
dent should accept renomination 
and continue his aggressive leader- 
ship of our foreign and domestic 
affairs.” 

“We regard him as the one man 
capable of performing these duties 
with ability and efficiency,” Smith 
added.

State to Be Totalitarian 
With Decentralized Con- 
trol — Seat to Be Ver- 
sailles. 


BERNE, Switzerland, July § il 
(AP).—Defeated France upset the 
hourglass tonight and turned back 
to the old provincial system of a 
by-gone day, with an authorita- 
rian base and a seat of Govern- 
ment in the glittering palace of 
kings in in German-occupied Ver- 
sailles. 

“Capitalism and Socialism are 
things of the past!” cried 84-year- 
old Marshal Philippe Henri Petain 
in a radio address from Vichy 
heard over France and in neigh- 
boring countries. “It is now neces- 
sary to fight against all interna- 
tionalisms!” 

Then he outlined .France’s new 
system, a strange medley of the 
political past andthepoliticalpres- 
ent. 

After he had spoken, the French 
radio announsced that effective to- 
morrow Petain would succeed Pres- 
ident Albert Lebrun as head of 
the French state and would be- 
come chief of the executive depart- 
ment.of the Government, a Presi- 
dent and Prime Minister all in one. 
Petain will have full legislative 
power until a new chamber is 
formed. In case of serious interior 
or external crisis, he can legislate 
without asking the chamber’s ad- 
vice. 

The aged “Aarshal, whose speech 
was interrupted frequently by his 
coughing, gave the French nation 
an idea of how he intends to use 
the power which Parliament has 
given to him to change France’s 
form of government, 

As he outlined it, it appeared 
the framework would be a totali- 
tarian, though cecentralized, unit. 
France wil have a new govern- 
ment with 12 ministers, with its 
seat at Versailles, and some of its 
ministries in Paris—both now occu- 
pied by Nazi troops. 

Each of the 30-odd French- prov- 
inces—units of the old imperial 
Erance—will have a Governor and 
complete staff.

Giant British Warship Bad- 
ly Damaged, Ark Royal 
Hit From Air in Tuesday 
Fight, Rome Claims. 


ROME, July 11 (AP).—Bomb hits 
on two the mightiest units of 
the British/fleet—the battle cruiser 
Hood-and the aircraft carrier Ark 
Royal—were announced today by 
the Italian high command, fitting 
further details into the Italian ac- 
count of Monday’s and Tuesday’s 
battle of the Mediterranean. 

The 42,100-ton Hood, the world’s 
largest warship, was said by the 
Italian communique to have been 
set afire, while two heavy bombs 
fell on the deck of the 22,000-ton 
Ark Royal. 

(The British Admiralty issued a 
formal denial of the Italian claim.) 
The attack was delivered Tues- 
day, south of the Baleares Islands, 
on a British squadron which had 
come out from Gibraltar apparently 
seeking a Western Mediterranean 
fight in conjunction with the Brit- 
ish and Italian naval engagement 
at the same time in the Ionian Sea. 
The Ionian clash itself had start- 
ed out as an Italian air attack on 
a British battle squadron on Mon- 
day and, through a westward move- 
ment of the British, became on 
Tuesday a clash of warships. 


Italian Claims. 


The Italian command yesterday 
had limited its announcement of 
results in the Baleares zone engage- 
ment to the statement that the 
British formation was “subjected to 
violent, day-long bombing, with evi- 
dence of effective results.”

Granitz Bom 2oc 
said they are Adolph Heller, 36- = 
year-old attorney, and Bernard 
Rush, 30, a salesman.

STATE PRINTING 
BIDS REJECTED: 
NEW ONES AUG. To 


After Two Weeks, Board 
Sidesteps Decision on Ri- 
val Offers for $400,000- 
a-Year Job.

JEFFERSON CITY, July 11. — 
After more than two weeks of 
evaluating two rival bids for a 
two-year State printing contract, 
amounting to between $400,000 and 
$450,000 a year, the State Public 
Printing Commission today  side- 
stepped a “decision, by rejecting 
both proposals, and will ask for 
new bids on Aug. 15. 
The two bidders were the Mid- 
land Printing Co. of Jefferson City, 
which has held the contract, con- 
sidered a lucrative one, for the 
last six years, and the Von Hoff- 
mann Press of St. Louis. The St. 
Louis firm was bidding for the 
first time. 

Contract for Binding Awarded. 

The commission by resolution 
authorized the Midland Printing 
Co., to continue with the state 
printing until a new contract is 
executed, under the terms of the 
old two-year contract which ex- 


y|pired last June 30. 


It was indicated the new con- 
tract might be executed as of Sept. 
1, although the law fixed the ex- 
piration date as of last June 30. 

While the bids on three classi- 
fications of printing for the next 
two years were rejected, because 
the commission said it could not 
reach a decision, the commission 
awarded the Midland Printing Co., 
a contract for \ding and ruling 
for the State for one year, stating 
“it appears to the satisfaction of 
the commissioners” that the Mid- 
land company was the lowest and 
best bidder. 

Specifies “Oversight.” 

In prepared statements and reso- 
lutions the commission said that 
through oversight the specifications 
furnished to. persons desiring to 
bid on the State printing when bids 
were received last June 25, did not 
indicate the method of composition 
to be used in such printing. The 
commission said there were two 
general methods, the individual 
monotype method and the linotype 
method. The commission said the 
linotype method was “a cheaper 
production.” 

The commission’s action was an- 
nounced through an employe today 
after a meeting held by Secretary 
of State Dwight H. Brown, chair- 
man of the commission, and State 
Treasurer Rober: W. Winn, a mem- 
ber. The two communicated with 
the third member, State Auditor 
Forrest Smith, who was out of 
town, by telephone. Brown then 
left on business. 

The commission said one of the 
bidders largely used one method 
and the other based bids chiefly 
on the other method. The Von 
Hoffman Press based its bids 
largely on linotype composition, 
which the commission classed as 
“a cheaper production.” 

“The commissioners because of 
the oversight in preparing the spec- 
ifications, have reason to believe 
and do believe that the bidding was 
unfair,” the commission said in one 
of three resolutions adopted, “and 
for that reason deem it for the in- 
terest of the State that said bids 
be set aside.” 

In a prepared statement, the com 
missioners said the bids were “upon 
such different bases of workman- 
ship and contemplated equipment 
and plan and place of execution as 
to make it impossible for the com- 
mission to make a comparison 
which will be fair to the bidders 
and the State.” 

Pledge on Time Element. 

Commission members previously 
had indicated that an obstacle to a 
decision was the necessity of doing 
a part of the printing, such as leg- 
islative printing, and other work 
required in a short time, in Jeffer- 
son City. 

However the Von Hoffman Press, 
through its president, I. T. Alder- 
son, gave the commission assurance 
his company would establish the 
necessary plant in Jefferson City, 
if it received the award, to do here 
that part of the wor. that should 
be done in Jefferson City because 
of time element.

The money would launch a $65,- 
800,000, three-year program  de- 
signed to produce an additional 
298,000 kilowatts. of power—not 
available ftom private sources— 
part of which would be used by 
the Aluminum Company of Amer- 
ica.

$4,848,171,957 addition to the de- 
fense program was coupled with 
widespread applause for President 
Roosevelt’s pledge that no Ameri- 
can troops would be sent to fight 
in Europe. 
Although the new preparedness 
request would boost the present 
program above the 10 billion dollar 
level, only scatiering criticism ap- 
peared in Congressional comment. 
A few legislators expressed doubt 
that the additiona! money and au- 
thorizations could be utilized imme- 
diately in view of the existing arms 
backlog. Senator Frazier (Rep.), 
North Dakota, said the recommen- 
dations sounded as if it were “for 
a foreign war, rather than national 
defense.” 


Compulsory Training. 


Yesterday, Roosevelt gave indi- 
rect indorsement to compulsory 
training legislation now pending in 
Congress, saying that in this way 
the manpower necessary for de- 
fense purposes can be guaranteed.

HUNGARY JOINS 
ECONOMIC FRONT 
AGAINST ENGLAND 


Accepts German-Italian De- 
cision Revision Claims 
Must Wait Till Axis Set- 
tles With Britain. 


By LOUIS P. LOCHNER 

BERLIN, July 11 (AP). — Hun- 
gary, as a friend of both Germany 
and Italy, definitely has joined the 
common front against England in 
Southeastern Europe, authorized 
German sources said today. The 
three states will resist any at- 
tempts to carry the war to the 
Balkans, it was asserted. 

The German sources said that 
the Hungarian leaders, Premier 
Count Pal Teleky and Foreign Min- 
ister Count Istvan Csaky, gave as- 


surances in their Municn confer- 
fence with the Germans and Ital- 
ians that they would wait patiently 
for revision of Balkan territories 
until scores first had been settled 
with England. , 

Teleky and Csaky returned to 
Budapest, and Italian Foreign Min- 
ister Count Galeazzo Ciano, another 
of the conferees at Munich, went 
home to report to Premier Musso- 
lini. 

Informed German sources here 
asserted that Germany, Italy and 
Hungary “are united in complete 
solidarity on all questions of peace, 
war and economic stability of the 
Southeast.” Hungary, they said, 
now sees eye to eye with the axis 
partners in realizing that the Bal- 
kans are an important source of 
supplies for the economic needs of 
the belligerents and thus no dis- 
turbance can be tolerated . 

All three of these Powers, Ger- 
man sources said, are striving to 
free the Balkans of all hatreds and 
injustices, with the aim of a dur- 
able peace. 


“Trust, Work and Obey,” Hungary 
Is Told by Premier. 
BUDAPEST, July 11 (AP).— 
Premier Count Pal Teleky and For- 
eign Minister Count Istvan Csaky 
returned today from Munich to ex- 
plain to an expectant public that 
Hungary must drop its campaign 
for immediate return of Transyl- 
vania from Rumania, a point Adolf 
Hitler made clear in his talks with 

these two leaders yesterday. 
Some diplomatic quarters foresaw 
the possibility the Teleky Govern- 
ment might be forced out and re- 
placed by a completely pro-Nazi 
administration. 

Premier Teleky informed the na- 
tion in a communique of his con- 
fidence in the Axis Powers efforts 
to lay a foundation for a lasting 
peace in Europe. Addressing a 
homecoming reception, he stressed 
that Hungary had eiitered a deep 
friendship with Germ any. 

“This friendship brings duties for 
our nation,” he said. “These duties

A railway siding was hit and sev- 
eral persons were killed. 

“Some damage was also done 
in a small town in the Midlands, 
where casualties were caused to 
children by flying glass and a few 
persons were killed. 

“During the night bombs were 
dropped in a number of scattered 
points in the Eastern and South- 
eastern counties and in the Mid- 
lands. No casualties were reported 
except a small number in two East 
Coast towns, of which a few were 
fatal. 

“Slight damage of no military im- 
portance was caused.” 

Civilians Reported Fired On. 

In the Southeastern town where 
two deaths were reported it was 
said a Nazi invader machine- 
gunned civilians and a fire engine 
crew in a street and bombed and 
machine-gunned cattle in a marsh. 

Bombs damaged business estab- 
lishments in the town. 

The British said that German 
losses during three weeks of air 
raiding against the British Isles 
totaled at least 75 planes, plus 
about the same number damaged 
and possibly forced down before 
reaching home. The total of Ger- 
man raiders shot down since the 
war started was placed at 147, and 
this week’s figure at more than 40. 

One Nazi plane dropped two 
bombs on a Northeastern town to- 
day, badly damaging many houses 
and causing several casualties. 
Two explosions were heard over 
a wide area in Southeastern En- 
gland after a plane had passed 
over. Fires were started, but quick- 
ly controlled. The blasts sent many 
persons to shelters. 

Searchlights blazed and anti-air- 
craft batteries opened fire when 
an enemy plane was heard over a 
town in the northeast. A British 
fighter was believed to have 
chased the raider out to sea. 

The nation’s defenses against a 
German invasion from the east 
were keyed to a high pitch under 
a new warning such an attack may 
be imminent. 

While feeling secure against a 
smash from the east, however, new 
fears arose of a Nazi invasion of 
Ireland and a consequent blockade 
of England on the west. 

The country’s confidence in its 
defenses was strengthened by yes- 
terday’s greatest air battles of the 
war over England in which British 
fighter planes beat off massed 
German bomer-and-fighter raids, 
shooting down 14 and damaging 23 
“so severely that they were un- 
likely to reach home.” 

After this intensified attack Sir 
Edward Grigg, War Undersecre- 
tary told Commons last night: 
“Tonight thousands of our sol- 
diers will be on the alert, waiting 
for an attack which may come in 
several places at dawn.” 

Most members of Parliament in- 
terpreted this remark as intended 
to emphasize that the defense 
forces always are ready nowadays. 
Britain’s concern over the situa- 
tion in Ireland has_ increased 
greatly. The Government, it is re- 
ported, practically has abandoned 
hope now of an agreement between 
the Irish republic (Eire) and 
Northern Ireland, a part of the 
United Kingdom, on a plan for 
common defense of their island. | 
Britain fears Ireland may be in-

channel coasts, their presence at

“Our greatest danger,” he said, 
“is invasion. Invasion will be re- 
sisted and, apart from our own 
efforts, may produce a counter- 
invasion.” This would be from 
Britain. 

London accepts the situation as 
meaning Premier De Valera will 
not allow the landing of British 
troops in Ireland as a precaution- 
ary move against Nazi invasion. 
Many Irishmen would consider this 
an invasion by Britain. 

“The Cabinet has no intention 
of invading Eire,” observed the 
political correspondent of the Lon- 
don .News Chronicle today. “All 
it can do, therefore, is to make 
preparations to meet .with speed 
the first SOS which comes from 
Dublin.”

Campaign Issue, He 
Says, Is Who Can 
Best Organize 
U. S. for Defense. | 


HERE is but one question to be 
T scciaes in the presidential cam- 

paign: who can be counted upon 
to organize the more effectively the 
military and economic defenses of 
the United States? Long before 
the election returns are in, and 
long before the next administration 
can take the oath of office, all the 
other issues which now are men- 
tioned will either have been settled, 
or they will have ceased to have 
any meaning, or they will seem en- 


e transcendent and i#mpera- 
tive and obvious. Candidates, par- 
ties, campaign pledges, policies will 
necessarily be judged by this cri- 
terion and any other issue may be 
dismissed as a political red herring. 


Thus, all that is remembered of 
what was said and done at Phila- 
delphia is that Wendell Willkie was 
nominated; the platform is so com- 
pletely forgotten already that no 
one has mentioned it. The Chicago 
converition next week will have a 
similar experience. All that will re- 
main after the convention adjourns 
will be its candidate, and all that 
will interest the voters is whether 
he or Mr. Willkie is the more likely 
to organize successfully the energies 
and the resources of America.

There are even greater and more 

critical questions before the people. 
But these questions will be decided 
before the next administration takes 
office. Theré is the supreme ques- 
tion, which will affect the .whole 
future of this country and of this 
hemisphere, as to whether Britain 
can resist successfully, what the 
United States can and will do to 
strengthen the British resistance, 
and what measures it will take and 
arrangements it can come to for 
making certain that the whole of 
the British fleet and all the strate- 
gic outposts in the Atlantic and 
Pacific are not lost and then turned 
against us. ; 
. These questions will have to be 
met during the election campaign 
‘itself, and decisions which are ab- 
solutely vital decisions will have 
to be taken by this administration 
in consultation with Mr. Willkie. 
Both nominees will have to take 
a position on these critical issues, 
knowing that the issues will al- 
most certainly be decided long be- 
fore the votes can be counted. 

These issues are intrinsically 
above all partisanship and, because 
they will be decided before the 
election, they could not, even if 
the candidates were so disposed, 
be dealt with on partisan grounds. 


There are also issues which have 
been important in the past but are 
no longer relevant. There are, for 
example, the Hull treaties which 
belong to an era when freedom of 
enterprise was the general rule 
among the large industrial states. 

If the totalitarian victory in Eu- 
rope and Asia is consolidated, and 
as long as so much of Europe and 
Asia is totalitarian, freedom of 
enterprise and of commercial ex- 
aa is impossible. It will have 
to be replaced by the organization 
of export and import cartels under 
government control. 

But if the Hull treaties are inap- 
plicable, so also is the Republican 
conception of the tariff. For the 
protection of industry and agricul- 
ture and labor, though now neces- 
sary in a sense that it was never 
before so necessary, can no longer 
be had by customs tariffs alone. 
It can be had only by the organized 
control of exports and imports and 
of foreign exchange. 

Other issues which have divided 
the parties will have become equal- 
ly irrelevant. It is, for example, 
meaningless now to argue about 
whether we shall undertake public 
works in order to prime the pump 
or in order to provide employment 
which private industry does not 
provide. 

For we are undertaking the most 
gigantic public works program in 
our whole history. But the public 
works are armaments. And they 
are being constructed not to prime 
the pump and make work for the 
unemployed, but in order to obtain 
ships, planes, guns and tanks out 
of the plants and labor, employed 
and unemployed, which the country 
possesses. It is no longer a ques- 
tion of whether the Government 
shall stimulate private industry or 
compete with it, but of the Govern- 
ment’s obtaining from industry a 
great navy and air force and an 
army. 

Other issues will have become 
quite unimportant. A nation which 
is seriously arming itself in the 
modern world will certainly have 
no further use for those measures 
of the New Deal which restrict 
production for the purpose of mak- 
ing work and inflate purchasing 
power for the purpose of increasing 
private expenditure. 

The nation will need instead 
measures to increase the productiv- 
ity of labor and to restrict civilian 
consumption, which competes with 
the needs of armament. “ut by the 
same token a nation which is seri- 
ously arming cannot be interested 
in the old Republican idea of un- 
regulated and undirected private 
enterprise. To prepare for war is 
to organize and direct industry and 
investment for the national pur- 
poses, and not tp let them be man- 
aged for private profit. 

Both parties will, therefore, find 
that their old principles and slogans 
have become obsolete, and that the 
task of organizing this nation in a 
‘world of armed totalitarian states 
will call for a rapid and a radical 
revaluation and readaptation of 
their mental habits.

“New Europe” Plan. 


The first phase in the program 
for a “new Europe” calls, it is un- 
derstood, for a thorough reorgan- 
ization of Central Europe. This is 
why Count Ciano was accompanied 
to Germany, it is understood, by 
Guido Buti, the Balkan expert of 
the Italian Foreign Office, as well 
as by certain economic experts. 

The natural industrial region of 
Central Europe has already come 
into German hands with the seiz- 
ure of the industrial regions of Aus- 
tria and Czecho-Slovakia. Industry 
in the other countries will be dis- 
couraged, no doubt, and Rumania, 


Yugoslavia, Greece, Hungary and 


Bulgaria will find it necessary to 
concentrate on agricultural pro- 
duce in order to serve as the gran- 
ary and raw material source of the 
industrialized axis Powers, and 
their standard of living would 
quickly conform to the exigencies 
of such a relationship. 

These governments are already 
being quickly reshaken to meet the 
ideological requirements of Berlin 
and Rome They will be offered 
soon, no doubt, the opportunity 
to come into the axis economic 
system, with the nominal use of 
their own currency léft to them, but 
with substantial interchanges of 
goods carried on by barter. 
Territorial Claims. 

Political readjustments are 
scarcely necessary. Ultimately, 
when the axis can devote whole- 
hearted attention to the Russian 
danger, territorial concessions at 
the expense of Rumania will surely 
be made to Hungary and Bulgaria. 
But except for such minor changes, 
the axis will probably leave the 
Balkan countries their present cap- 
tals and governments, confident 
that they will act as vassals both 
politically and economically. Italian 
additions in Yugoslavia or Greece 
must await the victory over Great 
Britain, it is felt here, in order that 
petroleum and other war supplies 
should not be wasted, 

Turkey remains a special case 
Although a German ally in the 
last war, Turkey has had bad rela- 
tions with Italy, which grabbed 
Libya before the World War and 
the Dodecanese and other islands 
afterwards. The axis may be able 
to play Russia and Turkey against 
each other on the vital problem of 
the Dardanelles. While this is not 
impossible in the future, there is 
no sign as yet of a rift between An- 
kara and Moscow. The axis can 
deal with Turkey, it is believed, 
after having reorganized the rest 
of the Balkans. 

To the north, the Scandinavian 
countries are already. being de- 
scribed as the natural protector- 
ates of Germany. They, too, will 
be required, no doubt, to make po- 
litical and economic adjustments 
to the benefit of the axis. It is 
only a matter of weeks, therefore,

The building of Pan-Europe—Pan- 
Fascist Europe — is being accom- 
plished by the Hitler regime, but it 
is being done by a partnership, not 
by an individual, and with Russia 
as a not altogether silent partner. 
As long as there is anything left on 
the globe for the Fascist powers to 
conquer, the axis will probably stick 
together. But it is a mistake, I be- 
lieve, to think that eventually the 
various tendencies now latent and 
submerged will not manifest them- 
selves openly. 

The interests of Germany and 
Italy, of Italy and Russia, and of 
Russia and Germany are not iden- 
tical. Mussolini certainly still cher- 
ishes his dream of a Roman empire. 
In practical terms that means a 
Latin union; Italy, France, Spain, 
Portugal, with control of the Med- 
iterranean, Adriatic ‘ and Aegean 
seas and the whole of Northern 
Africa and the Near East.

It avoids such an error as_ Al 
Smith made in 1928 when he went 
outside the ranks of his party lead- 
ers—indeed, outside the ranks of 
h’s party—an. chose John J. Ras- 
kob as his manager. 

John D. M. Hamilton, the out- 
going national chairman of the 
party, is retained in the Willkie 
set-up as “executive director” of the 
National Committee, but it is Joe 
Martin who will be the candidate's 
first assistant in mapping the strat- 
egy of the campaign. 


Joe Martin to his colleagues of 
the House, he is Representative 
Joseph W. Martin Jr. of Massa- 
chusetts on the official roster. He 
has been in the House for the last 
15 years, and since the first of last 
year has been the Republican lead- 
er. His greatest political achieve- 
ments has been to take a disorgan- 
ized and dejected House minority 
and weld it into an effective op- 
position. This he has done by the 
unspectacular methods of patient 
attention to detail and of culti- 
vating the good will of his follow- 
ers.

We can re- 
call those good old days when we could 
ship ducks up to you St. Louis sports- 
men (7?) by the barrelful, and other game

MR. ROOSEVELT’S PLEDGE. 

There are two important things in President 
Roosevelt's latest defense message, and both will win 
the overwhelming approval of the public. 

First is the huge amount asked for, dedicated to 
“total defense,” with the President’s assertion that 
America is determined to summon up its strength 
to make certain that no outside threat can imperil 
our country and its free institutions. 

Second is the definite pledge, the strongest and 
most specific he has as yet made, that “we will not 
send men to take part in Europe’s wars.” 

Such a specific statement can be attributed to only 
one thing: that the President has heard and been 
impressed by the overwhelming flood of disapproval 
provoked by his bellicose speech at Charlottesville 
exactly a month before. . 

Since the war began, Mr. Roosevelt has made 
many statements intended to reassure those who 
feared this country would be involved. But there 
have been sly reservations and loopholes, as pointed 
out even by his friendly interpreters, Alsop and 
Kintner, in “American White Paper”: 

There is no reason to suppose that his mind 
would be closed, if the need arose, to assisting 
the democracies with our navy and air force. | 
He mentioned the possibility in his talk with 
Murphy : (then Attorney-General). And he has 
been significantly chary of loose _Wilsonian 
promises, declaring only that an American army 


would not be sent to Burope, and expressing the 
hope and belief that we would remain at peace. 


(Italics in original.) 

This time, there is no evasion. Not merely “We 
will not send our army,” but “We will not send our 
men,” and that can be interpreted only to include 
aviators and seamen as well as land soldiers. 

Mr. Roosevelt is on record, and the same powerful 
public opinion that rejected the Charlottesville out- 
burst is determined to hold him to his expressed fre- 
solve. Not that vigilance will relax. The doings at 
Washington, permeated as they have been with war 
fever for weeks, will be under close public scrutiny 
as the nation rushes to build its defenses. 

These will be defenses built by free men to insure 
the continued freedom of their country. They will be 
the greatest demonstration ever seen of American re- 
sources and industrial genius. A world awed by the 
dictators’ legend of invincibility will be shown that, 
in Mr. Roosevelt’s stirring words, “We are determined 
to be strong as well as free.” 

This traditionally peace-loving nation comes late 
into the world-wide armaments contest. That ex- 
plains the huge size of the proposed fund. 

In every phase of national defense, as expert after 
expert has testified, our forces are woefully under- 
manned and under-equipped. A huge task is ahead: 
the providing of ships, planes, tanks, supplies—all the 
instruments of war—to be ready and waiting should 
an invader threaten our hemisphere. 

Great masses of men are no longer the prime 
need, as modern war has developed, and the Presi- 
dent’s proposals wisely include merely the adequate 
training of ample manpower, not a tremendous 
standing army. If some form of selective training is 
necessary to get skilled men, the countfy will readily 
accept Mr. Roosevelt’s recommendations to that end. 
As the world aggressors grow more powerful by

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SPEAKING OF LOYALTY. 

A St. Louis newspaper writer defends Judge James 
M. Douglas’ public indorsement of Excise Commis- 
sioner McDaniel for the Democratic nomination for 
Governor. “Great gentleman that he is,” this writer 
says of the Missouri Supreme Court member, “he 
stands by his word. It may not be the Canons of 
Judicial Ethics, but it’s something infinitely finer.” 

Loyalty ranks among the very highest of virtues, 
and no one who has any sense of moral values will 
discount it. But loyalty is not loyalty in the abstract. 
Loyalty takes form only as it is applied. It is the 
choice of loyalties that tells the manner of men. 

Judge Douglas seems to think that “loyalty” to a 
political associate required a written statement of 
support. Would Judge Douglas or the newspaper 
writer who defends him say that loyalty to the un- 
named thousands in both parties who voted for him 
two years ago to crush the Pendergast attack on the 
State Supreme Court was not a higher loyalty? 

Would they say that loyalty to the bench on which 
he sits and the ideal of free justice, uninfluenced by 
political connections, was not a higher loyalty? 

Would they say that loyalty to the great movement 
to liberate the courts of Missouri from the black 
muck of partisanship was not a higher loyalty? 

Would they say that loyalty—if the gratuitous in- 
dorsement of a machine politician in a political pri- 
mary can be so dignified—to one man was a greater 
loyalty than loyalty to the best interests of 3,600,000 
Missourians? 

Here i8 an issue infinitely larger than the mere 
violation of the American Bar Association’s Canons 
of Judicial Ethics. What Judge Douglas did was an 
offense against an unprejudiced judiciary and the 
people he was chosen to serve. It would have been 
so were there no such thing as the American Bar As- 
sociation and its code of what is right and wrong. 
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DON’T STALL THE SPECIAL SESSION. 

Gov. Stark, has set July 22 as the date for con- 
vening a special session of the Legislature, which 
failed to make adequate provision for direct relief 
for the biennium during its regular session last year. 
With under $4000 left after the allotment of $261,000 
for this month, the State Social Security Commission 
estimates that $1,500,000 more will be required. 

Already it is being talked around Jefferson City 
that as soon as the special session assembles, legisla- 
tive leaders will fntroduce a resolution providing for 
August relief on a promise to appropriate later, and 
then recess from day to day until after the primary. 

This can be done, of course, but there is no need 
for it. The relief requirements are not a matter of 
guesswork. What has been expended is a key to what 
is needed. The appropriation can be drawn, intro- 
duced, passed and inade into law all in a matter of 
five days, if the Legislature sets itself to the task. 

Indeed, a prompt, businesslike handling of this 
issue would be a better recommendation for sitting 
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legislators than any amount of bush-beating back in 
their districts. They had better think twice before 
they resort to a legislative trick to stall off action in

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ANOTHER NEW YORKER IN THE CABINET.

ALFALFA BILL’S LAST RACE. 

Before the “Eighty-niners” swept across the Cher- 
okee Strip in America’s last great land rush, W. H. 
Murray had already pitched his tent in Tishomingo, 
fully resolved to become Oklahoma’s first citizen. 

He pretty well realized that ambition. As presi- 
dent of the convention that drafted the State’s Consti- 
tution, pronounced by William Jennings Bryan the 
ideal organic law, Murray’s philosophy permeated the 
instrument. They sent him to Washington as Okla- 
homa’s first Congressman-at-large, where he achieved 
national celebrity as “Alfalfa Bill.” They sent him 
to retirement in Tuesday’s primary. 

Athens wearied of Aristides, and Oklahoma got fed 
up on Alfalfa Bill. A State that had turned its 
plowshares into diamond drills and had ridden into 
riches on tidal waves of oil was in no mood to listen 
to the deliberate gospel of agriculture. Alfalfa was 
as @ pagan creed. Its eloquent protagonist was a 
“Druid of eld,” mumbling a dead language. 

Back to Broken Bow, long since his home town, 
returned the ex-Congressman, an incurably lame 
duck in the harsh verdict of politics, to a shattered 
law practice and a futureless prospect. The epitaph 
was premature. Out of the past, a few years ago, 
came the forgotten man to hitch-hike his way to the 
governorship in the face of a jocular generation that 
had dismissed him as a lost legend. As executive, he 
stormed through the news, a warrior in knightly 
armor rather than a modern statesman, who took up 
arms against a sea of troubles of his own contriving 
and departed finally a sorry figure. 

Oklahoma has just written finis to Alfalfa Bill’s 
career. Contesting the nomination for Congressman- 
at-large, Murray ran a dismal second to the in- 


cumbent, Will Rogers, who, dubiously received on his

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A SALESMAN’S LIFE IS GRAND.

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A BRAZEN PROPOSAL. 

A piece of consummate gall has just been entered 
on the minutes of the St. Louis Board of Education. 
Two of its members, Fitzgerald and Sheahan, have 
brazenly proposed that Henry J. Gerling, thé dis- 
credited and ousted Superintendent of Instruction, 
be rehired in some capacity by the school system! 

How can these men dare even suggest such a thing 
after all that has gone before? Have they forgotten 
the exposure of Gerling’s shameful and prolonged 
financial manipulations with funds entrusted to his 
care for feeding and clothing needy children? Have 
they forgotten an aroused citizenry’s demand that 
the whole rotten system be cleansed so that no such 
scandals, of which the Gerling episodes were only 
one chapter, could occur again?

tant—because it may explode any minute. 

Every American knows the Monroe Doc- 
trine warns others nations to keep hands off 
this hemisphere. But even when the doc- 
trine was first laid down, England, France 
and The Netherlands had possessions over 
here. So a supplementary interpretation of 
the doctrine held that while those posses- 
sions were recognized by us, we would not 
recognize their transfer to any other for- 
eign Power. 

It is this last part of the picture which 
comes up now. Germany challenges the 
right of one European Power to have ter- 
ritory in this hemisphere when that same 
right is denied others; and makes its recog- 
nition of the whole Monroe Doctrine condi- 
tional upon American nations keeping their 
hands off European affairs. 

Germany’s challenge, of course, is diplo- 
matic hogwash. Reich leaders understand 
quite well that the Monroe Doctrine never 
was the fruit of any pact or treaty; that it 
was a claim we staked out and warned that 
we would fight to keep—and that the Mon- 
roe Doctrine, or any other policy of its kind, 
depends not upon the attitude of Germany 
or any other nation, but simply and solely 
on the power of the United States to en- 
force it. 

Hitler knows that, just as he knows we 
are building a vastly bigger navy, air fleet 
and general defense force to keep the old 
teeth in the Monroe Doctrine. 

President Roosevelt's reply through his 
secretary, Stephen Early, makes the position 
of this country quite clear. He says—and 
we're glad of it—that the United States in- 
tends to keep out of European politics. As 
to any German claims to territory in this

hemisphere, obtained through conquest of 
the mother countries, Mr. Roosevelt notes: 

“Should a victorious Germany lay claim 
to territories of conquered nations in this 
hemisphere, we hold that the issue comes 
Doc- 
trine. We hold that it works in this way: 
The United States does not aim to take over 
the islands or territorial possessions of the 
conquered nations, but it believes and holds 
to the position that their disposition and 
administration should be decided among and 
by all of the American republics.” 

All that’s debate. But there’s dynamite 
at Martinique. 

First, the possibility of a clash between 
British naval units and two French ships: 
an aircraft carrier with American-made 
planes bound for France, and a cruiser with 
a reported billion dollars’ worth of French 
gold bound for the United States. 

Second, the hitherto uncontemplated fac- 
tor of France’s change from a democratic 
to a Fascist Power, and the complications 
which will involve French possessions in 
this hemisphere so long as Nazi Germany 
can dictate to a Fascist France. 

Presence of United States naval vessels 
at Martinique shows how grave our Govern- 
ment considers the situation. No one wants 
the British to bring the war to this hemi- 
sphere, but neither can anyone blame the 
British for not wanting the cargo of planes 
to reach hostile France or the French gold 
to reach the United States and be set up 
here as a credit for purchase of goods. 

In any event, the United States must be 
prepared to face the fact that French pos- 
sessions in this hemisphere, even though 
nominally French, may become actually Ger- 
man. If Hitler dominates France, he can 
direct its control of Martinique, Guadeloupe, 
St. Pierre, Miquelon, etc.

There must be no hesitation: no temporiz- 
ing—never the slightest doubt left in the 
mind of any European Power that we mean 
business— 

That we will enforce the Monroe Doctrine, 
and that we will keep on building whatever 
armaments may be necessary to that end.

After due performance for Pendergast, he 
rendered rubber-stamp service for the Presi- 
dent, a kind of automatic support that re- 
quired neither vision nor independent cou- 
rage. In the last six years, he has gained a 
certain amount of experience by servng on 
committees, but he has done nothing to 
deny the cynical predictions of the day Pen- 
dergast sent him to the Senate. 

Now the old machine looks like a wreck, 
and T. J. Pendergast is no longer a factor. 
The people of Missouri can decide the vitally 
important primary and general elections.

“THE TROUBLE with: former 
pictures dealing with colonial times 
is that the characters of Washing- 
ton, Jefferson and the other early 
greats were drawn from picture- 
book illustrations and paintings. 

“No allowance was made for the 
fact that when these men were 
painted they appeared in the best 
of their finery, with silks, satins, 
laces and brocades that correspond 
to our evening dress of today.

Many Officers Pro-Nazi. 

The other day at dinner in the 
home of a friend in Santiago the 
Colonel of an important regiment 
stationed in the Chilean capital re- 
marked that practically all his of- 
ficers below the grade of Major 
were ardently pro-Nazi and thrilled 
by the number of German victories. 
Incidentally, the Argentine Army 
also maintains German instructors 
and engineering experts headed by 
Gen. Niedenfuhr. Likewise a con- 
siderable part of ordnance and 
other supplies is of German man- 
ufacture. What with German uni- 
forms and helmets an Argentine in- 
fantry regiment on field duty might 
be mistaken for a regiment of sol- 
diers from the Rhine. 

The Bolivian Army was for many 
years headed by the famoug World 
War German General, Hans Kundt, 
who in the early days of the Chaco 
conflict was commander in~chief. 
Capt, Ernst Roehr onetime inti- 
mate friend of Hitler, who met 
death in the famous blood purge 
of Munich in 1934, previously served 
as an instructor in both the Boli- 
vian and Paraguayan armies, 


Strong-Arm Methods. 


Another disturbing situation in 
several countries is that the ruling 
class usually is composed of a small 
number of old, wealthy land-owning 
and military families who always 
opposed liberal government and 
usually maintained their in*‘luence 
and power by backing gévernments 
subscribing to strong-arm methods. 
Ofter they have been behind revo- 
lutions. In the past that has been 
true of both Chile and Argentina. 

The Argentine revolution in 1930, 
the only one the country experi- 


enced in more than 50 years, 
against the Government of the old 
radical President Hipolito Irigoyen, 
was backed by the old conservative 
party and led by the blue-blood 
Gen. Jose F. Uriburu and his close 
friend Augustin P. Justo, who him- 
self subsequently became President. 

In some countsgies members of 
this group are pro-Nazi. In Chile 
certain of them have witnessed with 
increasing distaste and alarm the 
rise of the Popular Front govern- 
ment, which they view as a definite 
threat to their position and finan- 
cial power. One of the most promi- 


} |nent of them told me recently: 
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“As between confiscation by irre- 
sponsible radicals and firm regi- 
mented rule by totalitarians, the 
latter is far less disastrous.” 


Public Anti-Nazi. 


But notwithstanding the pro- 
Nazis among the powerful groups 
and classes, as well as in the armies 
and well organized “Fifth Column” 
activities, the majority of all the 
people—public officials and private 
individuals—is outspokenly anti- 
Nazi and pro-democratic. This is 
true in all countries, especially 
Chile, Argentina and Uruguay. The 
people look with horror on the 
possibility of the Nazi-Fascist sys- 
tem’s being transferred to this 
hemisphere. They will do every- 
thing possible to prevent such a 
catastrophe, At the same time they 
realize full well today that coun- 
tries are conquered by treacherous 
forces within more often than by 
invasion from without. 

Moreover, the present threat finds 
them woefully unprepared without 
sufficient military machinery to re- 
pel the attack from without or re- 
sist well organized forces at home. 
Some are actyally frightened. They 
are frightened that now France has 
capitulated and England may lose 
also; that with the British navy 
gone the Nazis, while flushed with 
victory over the Old World and 
aided by local subversive elements, 
will continue their plans of univer- 
sal subjugation. ‘ 

They are even more concerned 
that the United States would be 
either too busy protecting our own 
shores and the Panama Canal to 
help’ them. Some, including high 
officials, do not believe we have 
forces with which to defend the 
Americas, 

Seeing Is Believing. 

Our own people and diplomats 
are concerned because the United 
States has done little to give quick, 
dramatic and convincing evidence 
that we have the means to stand 
against any attempted meddling or 
invasion of these countries. 

A frank and open discussion of 
our shortcomings has not inspired 
confidence toward the United 
States in this part of the world. 

The average official or private 
citizen in Argentina, Chile and 
Uruguay never has seen more than 
one or two of our warships or a 
large flock of our planes at any one 
time. Premier Benito Mussolini sent 
a great squadron of planes ina 
thrilling and dramatic mass flight 
across the Atlantic to Rio ‘ie Jan- 
eiro and Buenos Aires a few years 
ago. We usually send half a dozen. 
Instead of dispatching a formidable 
fleet of battleships, cruisers, air- 
plane carriers down to the South 
Atlantic and Pacific we send a sin- 
gle destroyer or submarine or an 
occasional cruiser. 

The bald truth is that it is impos- 
sible for most people down in South 
America to visualize the United 
States as a Power capable of pre- 
serving the independence of the 
Western Hemisphere. Yet in some 
instances even aie cruiser has 
strengthened the hand of patriotic 
officials and created

Attack Through Spain. 

One further possibility is a Ger- 
man attack through Spain, with or 
without active Spanish  reinforce- 
ment,. against Gibraltar. This, if 
successful, would deprive the Brit- 
ish home fleet of its Mediterranean 
base and force its withdrawal either 
to home. bases, or to improvised 
bases in Portugal or Africa, neither 
of which would be very secure. 
This would be almost as complete 
a solution of the western problem 
as the occupation of Egypt would 
be of the eastern. It might, in- 
deed, lead to further advances in 
Africa. The Germans would doubt- 
less consider it a great feather in 
their cap if they were able to ad- 
vance through the Lake Chad 
region and retake their old Kame- 
run colony from the rear. Any 
enterprise which brings the Axis 
out on the shores of the South 
Atlantic Ocean would be disquieting 
to the United States; but all this 
is for the future, and immediate 
concern is with the struggle for 
the Mediterranean, of which only 
the first act, we may be sure, was 
played today.

R. H. Hinckley Declares

DENVER, Colo., July 11 (AP).— 
Anyone using politics to hamper 
American aviation “under present 
conditions” should be sent before a 
firing squad, Robert H. Hinckley, 
chief of the Civil Aeronautics Au- 
thority, told the National Aeronau- 
tics Association congress today.

C “We were engaged to be married,” her fiance told me, 
“and were eagerly looking forward to a little home of our 
own. The banns had already been proclaimed, when Clara took 
sick. She lost weight rapidly, and 
began to look like a ghost; so thin 
and wild-eyed. Despite the best of 
care, she continued to go down hill. 
One evening she told me I should 
go away and forget her altogether. 
I protested that this was impossible 
and asked her if she didn’t love me 
env more. She confessed she loved 
me more than anybody in the 
world, but said we couldn’t marry, 
so for me to leave her.

CLARA WAS tortured by the fear that insanity might re- 
appear in one of her children, if she ever married and reared 
a family. In this mental torture, she couldn't see her way out 
of the dilemma except by telling her sweetheart to forget her. 
She really didn’t want him to forget her, however, for she ar- 
dently loved him, but she felt she didn’t dare marry him, since 
that would mean children and possibly the dire calamity which 
she dreaded. 

What could I tell Clara to help free her from slavery to 
this dread? In the first place, we are rather dubious nowadays 
about the inheritance of insanity in any form. And there are 
certain types of insanity which we positively know can never 
be inherited. So we checked back into the records to see what 
had caused her father’s trouble. His insanity had resulted from 
syphilis of the central nervous system. It was a breakdown of 
sanity traceable directly to a disease germ. 
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SUCH INSANITY can never be inherited. So Clara had 
suffered a nervous breakdown, worrying about a sheer impos- 
sibility. One of my primary aims in conducting this educational 
column is to help free our people from slavery to unnecessary 
worries, dreads and superstitions.

Of Shackling 
Active Child

HILDREN are naturally active. 
Cmey are happy only ‘when in 

action and they develop only 
when they are active. Very young 
children, those below school age, 
are active in spite of all we do to 
still them, and we do our best. 
By the time they are through 
kindergarten we have succeeded 
so well in making them inactive 
that they do nothing at all, in 
schoo] or out, that promotes their 
growth, until they are invited or 
ordered or forced to do it. That 
is the great wrong we have done 
our children. 

You can see the effects of this 
kind of training in the adolescent 
boys and girls who throng the 
streets after school hours. Most 
of them are content to stroll lan- 
guidly, lean on the nearest sup- 
port, stand on the corners, sit on 
the steps, and get into action only 
when they must. To see this 
working to perfection stay on the 
streets from 4 to 6 o’clock in any 
town that has a Main street or 
streets. 

I watched six young girls, in 
their early teens, who belonged in 
an apartment house in a city of 
considerable size. Their mothers 
had been working in the house 
all days and now they were pre- 
paring the evening meal, These 
girls, all of whom were old enough 
and able enough to be of service to 
their mothers, stayed at the side 
entrance leaning on the rails or 
perching on them, until called 
repeatedly to go up for dinner. 
They did not play; they did not 
talk about anything that mattered 
in the least. They just stayed on 
that spot, 

On the corners are the boys 
from 16 to 20. They stand and 
stand and yell each other down. So 
much for them to learn, so much 
they might do, so much they might 
be, and there they stand, lean and 
loll about’ the streets doing noth- 
ing. They go to school, go through 
motions, and then take their stands 
once more. 

For this the American school 
and the American home is to 
blame. Our attitude of-~ “Keep 
still,” “Don’t do that,” and “No 
work for youth,” has made this 
situation. We are going to be 
sad and sorry for it. 
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IT IS IDLE TO say youth has no 
work. These youths and maidens 
are going to school. There are 
all kinds of work waiting for 
them—household tasks, errands, 
training or marketing, cooking 
and cleaning. There are tasks for 
all these idle children, and their 
teachers and mothers can point 
them out and drive these children 
into action. This is especially the 
duty of the mothers and fathers. 
The idle time is the time outside 
school for the greater part. 

A neighbor gave a young wom- 
an a bunch of fresh asparagus. 
“Tell me what to do with this 
green stuff,” she said. “I’ve eaten 
it in restaurants and out of a 
can, but I never cooked it. All 
that bother—washing, skinning, 
cooking and dressing it with but- 
ter? It’s much easier taking it 
out of the can.” 

We build playgrounds, pools and 
gyms, and the young play in the 
streets, endangering their lives and 
ours. We build markets and bring 
fresh cheap food within reaching 
distance of the city homes, and our 
girls stand on the house steps 
while their mothers empty the cans 
that are so easy to manage and 
quick to prepare. We preach ac- 
tion, self-activity, growth, and we 
allow our youth to idle in numbers 
like those of an army while fa- 
thers and mother and social forces 
take the easy way.

Some 
women are too heavy and others 
are far too thin. Many women 
have reached the conclusion that 
it is worth getting sfits custom 
made for, after all, they reveal fig- 
ure flaws more than evening 
gowns! One also wishes ease 
while swimming and while lolling 
about. Nothing can be more dis- 
tressing than a bathing suit that 
does not fit properly. 

I asked Madame Adrienne, 
bathing suit stylist for a leading 
New York department store, to 
give me a few pointers to pass 
on to you. She came right to bat 
by saying, “A bathing suit is only 
as flattering as its fit! Even the 
most beautiful figure loses beauty 
if the suit it wears has unsuitable 
lines.” One of her pet peeves, she 
says, is a suit cut so short that 
leg flesh bulges, or part of the 
hips are revealed. 

Madame Adrienne pays much 
attention to the brassiere section. 
she feels a bathing suit should 
provide a good firm uplift, whether 
the bust is small or very full. With 
cunning dressmaker details she 
flatters all types. 

For the full bust, or pendulum 
bust, she provides a deep snugly 
fitting uplift pocket and _ then 
softens the line by putting a soft 
roll cuff across the top of the 
bodice. Or she places a large bow 
of the material at the base of each 


shoulder strap and allows it to 
fall gracefully -over the breast 
which minimizes the fulness. ’ 

Another little trick which slen- 
derizes the very heavy bosom of 
the older woman is by use of a 
half-bolero sewed into the side 
seams. This does much to ease 
the self-consciousness of older 
women when they don a swim 
suit! 

Madame Adrienne does not be- 
lieve that halter necks provide 
sufficient support for heavy, re- 
laxed pectoral muscles. To achieve 
the look of firm youth the bra 


section of a suit should be tied or: 


fastened in back as high as a reg- 
ular brassiere. But to satisfy sun 
worshipers she cuts the suit low 
at the waist in back, so by lying 
face down on the beach a woman 
may simply unfasten the bra sec- 
tion and get sun on her entire 
back clear to the end of her spine. 

A dark suit, like a dark dress, 
is more slimming than a light 
color. It may be lightened by de- 
tails on the bodice in a contrast- 
ing shade. White is always charm- 
ing, especially on a brunette, if 
your figure is not too large. Ice 
blue and rich forest green should 
be a redhead’s or blonde’s choice. 
Yellow and tan tend to give a 
muddy look to one’s skin unless 
you bronze very deeply. Madame 
Adrienne’s favorite of all shades 
is a rich cocoa, particularly flat- 
tering to blondes who have soft 
brown eyes!

Thyroid One 
Of Important

Tw thyroid gland in the neck 


is one of the four most import- , 


ant glands of internal secre- 
tion. It works along in conjunc- 
tion with the other three — the 
pituitary, tke adrenals and the 
pancreas. 

An enlargement of the thyroid 
gland, goiter, usually means that 
there is an increased secretion 
and when the gland atrophies we 
think of a decreased secretion 
which in an ad\anced form leads 
to a condition known as myxe- 
dema. However, there are many 
minor forms of thyroid deficiency 
not serious enough to be called 
myxedema. In a series of cases 
examined at the University of Kan- 
sas Endocrine Clinic, less than 10 
per cent composed the advanced 
forms of deficiency of thyroid se- 
cretion. 

It is often thought that a lack 
of thyroid secretion produces 
obesity, overweight and a phleg- 
matic mental state, but in the 
minor forms quite the opposite is 
true. Obesity is very seldom the 
result of lack of thyroid secretion 
and most of these patients are 
quite definitely underweight. 

Instead of being phlegmatic, a 
great many of these minor forms 
of thyroid deficiency were nerv- 
ous; they had often first been diag- 
nosed as neurasthenia or hysteria 
by other physici and had quite 
frequently been ‘given sedatives. 

Dry skin and hair, mental and 
physical sluggishness, constipa- 
tion, obscure aches’ and pains, 
headaches, acne (the pimply face 
o* adolescence) lack of bone de- 
velopment, the falling out of the 
hair, itching, sensitivity to cold, 
palpitation of the heart, are all 
subject to treatment by the prop- 
er adjustment of the decreased thy- 
ro:d activity. 

The logical treatment when 
there is a deficient thyroid secre- 
tion is to supply thyroid extract 
takeh from.animals and given by 
mouth. This is available, on the 
judgment of a physician and can 
be obtained in proper strength. On 
the use of this, many of these pa- 
tients fatten up and, curiously 
enough, say that it makes them 
sleep. better and alleviates their 
nervousness. Children held back 
at school on account of poor 
scholarship have skipped a grade 
on taking the needed thyroid ex- 
tract. 

The dry skin and oily face of 
the adolescent youth who has 
acne frequently clears up under 
the use of thyroid extract. 

Children take thyroid extract 
very well, although it should al- 
ways be taken under the care of a 
physician, and ‘*requently admin- 
istration should be _ stopped for 
several days in order to reduce the 
amount of stimulation which the 
drug invariably causes.

of another use for poppyseeds. 
This is a cake which has a feath- 
ery-light white cake as its foun- 
dation, all peppered with the de- 
licious little seed. An orange fill- 
ing and topping adds flavor and 
moistness to the cake, and if you 
let it stand several hours after 
putting it together, before you serve 
it, there will be a pleasing ex- 
change of flavor between the cake 
and its filling. Altogether, this is 
a cake as unusual as it is ‘lavor- 
ful, and one you will want to put 
into your permanent recipe file. 
Poppyseed Cake (cost about 22c) 
One and a half cups all-purpose 
flour, three teaspoons baking pow- 
dér, one-half tea-poon salt, six ta- 
blespoons shortening, one cup sug- 
ar, one-half cup milk, three-quar- 
ters teaspoon vanilla, three table- 
spoons poppyseed and one-half cup 
egg whites (four whites). 
Sift flour, measure, and resift 
three times with baking powder 
and salt. Cream shortening until 
smooth and soft; add three-quar- 
ters cup of the sugar and con- 
tinue creaming until well blended. 
Add flour mixture and milk al- 
ternately .in several portions, be- 
ginning and ending with flour and 
beating until smooth after each 
addition. Add vanilla and poppy- 
seed, and stir until thoroughly 
distributed. Beat egg whites until 


fluffy, then gradually beat in the 
remaining sugar until whites are 
very stiff and smooth. Fold lightly 
but thoroughly into the batter. Turn 
into two buttered 8-inch layer cake 
pans which have been lined with 
waxed paper in the bottom. Bake 
in a moderate oven (350 degrees 
Fahrenheit) for 25 minutes, or un- 
til cake springs back when lightly 
pressed with fingertips, and is 
nicely browned. Turn out onto 
cake racks and cool before spread- 
ing the following Orange Filling 
between layers and on top and 
sides. 
Orange Filling. 

One-fourth cup lemon juice, one 
cup orange juice, pinch salt, two 
teaspoons cornstarch, four egg 
yolks, one-half cup sugar and one 
tablespoon butter. 

Combine lemon and orange juice 
with salt and cornstarch in top of 
double boiler; cook over boiling 
water, stirring constantly, until 
clear and thickened. Beat egg 
yolks, add sugar and stir into hot 
mixture; continue to stir while 
cooking about three minutes long- 
er. Remove from heat, stir in but- 
ter and cool before spreading on 
cake. Makes sufficient filling for 
top and between layers of two- 
layer cake.

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of a printed challis. This fabric, 
designed by the girl who designed 
the dress, has a heart and cross- 
checked pattern in green and white 
on a bright red background. This 
is a version of the _ shirtwaist 
theme with tucks in the blouse both 
front and back below a yoke. The 
skirt has deep pleats at either side 
of the front and back. Long sleeves 
have deep cuffs in the vogue of 
the new season. The heart pat- 
tern of the fabric is repeated in 
the green felt hearts which adorn 
the neckline and the belt. Black 
velvet arrows are thrust through 
these hearts. This dress has been 
sketched at upper left. 

Another dress carrying the same 
label is typical of the vouthful mode 
that has made the St. Louis mar- 
ket famous. This one, illustrated 
second from left, is made of toffee- 
colored corduroy and has four big, 
square pockets on the front. In- 
stead of being opened at the top 
in the customary manner these 
pockets have a side opening. A 
large, flat gold button equipped 
with its own buttonhole marks the 
center of each pocket. The dress 
is collarless and the skirt is gored 
with seams at center front and 
back to provide easy fullness. A 
fabric belt ties in a casual knot 
at the center front. 

Sketched at extreme upper right 
is a Mary Lanne frock with in- 
teresting details of styling com- 
bining gray jersey with a gray and 
black cross-barred velveteen. The 


very fitted- velveteen basque has 


a square vestee of the jersey and is 
trimmed with large black jet but- 
tons. The sleeves have a striking 
point which comes down over the 
elbows. Gathers at either side of 
the. front and back provide low- 
placed skirt fullness. Other dresses 
made by this same manufacturer 
stress the vogte of striped jersey 
and of multicolored knitted mate 
rials in combination with velveteen. 
A beige jersey dress which has a 
wide fitted midriff section below 
which the skirt is casually pleated 
is an example of the use of two 
materials. Striped jersey fashions 
the sleeves and vestee. 

Typical of the costume suit 
theme as developed by youthful St. 
Louis designers is the hooded model 
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of gray tweed sketched at center 
in panel. The boxy jacket with its 
double-breasted front covers a one- 
piece dress of the tweed, the skirt 
introducing deep pleats at the front 
and back. This costume is one of 
many “Ellen Kaye” originals sold 
over the country. Also illustrative 
of the line is a red velveteen suit- 
dress which has a blouse that may 
be worn as a coat. This dress, 
shown at right below the panel, 
has a multicolored chenille knitted 
waistband and yoke. The skirt 
fullness is arranged in deep, un- 
pressed pleats. 

Although there are many black- 
velveteen dresses with heavy white 
lace collars and cuffs for “dress- 
up” needs, the soft woolen frock 
is equally effective and popular. 
Consider for example the soft, gold- 
colored rabbit’s hair woolen dress 
which has been sketched at lower 
right. This “Carlye” original has 
a low, fitted waistline and a skirt 
gathered at the sides. Fabric bows 
that look as if they actually may 
be tied hold the fullness in place 
and serve as blouse pockets. The 
high, round neckline is equipped 
with its own wooden necklace in 
russet tones.

Poor Double 
By West in 
Bridge Game

T IS a tribute to the sporting 
| blood of Americans that so many 
of them persist in doubling slam 
contracts in the hope of a one 
trick defeat, but it is scarcely a 
tribute to their common sense. Why 
give an opponent an “edge” of hun- 
dreds of points and at the same 
time provide him with valuable 
signposts in his play of: the hand? 
That is precisely what West did 
in the following deal: 
South, dealer.

The bidding: 
South West 
l spade Pass 
2hearts Pass

South did not bother to use the 
4-5 no trump convention because he 
realized that an announcement of 
one ace from North would not clar- 
ify the situation. South would not 
know whether this ace was in clubs, 
where it would be virtually worth- 
less, or in spades. The crux of the 
matter was that, after North’s 
strong heart raise, South felt there 
must be a reasonoble play for a 
slam, hence bid it directly. North, 
incidentally, had not been complete- 
ly satisfied with his jump to four 
hearts. He felt that this bid still 
failed to disclose all his potential 
strength, and chose the bid simply 
for want of a better one. Thus, he 
was extremely surprised to hear 
West’s double and did not hesitate 
to redouble promptly. If, he rea- 
soned, South could jump to a slam 
without knowing about North's full 
strength, he should have little diffi- 
culty in fulfilling that contract. And 
even if he went down one trick the 
redouble would cost only 200 extra 
points, whereas if the slam were 
brought home the redouble would 
contribute an extra 360 points. As 
a matter of fact, it resulted in 560 
extra points! 

Having made a bad double, West 
proceeded to make matters as easy 
as possible for declarer by opening 
the club ace. Perhaps he was a bit 
panicky at the thought of what a 
huge score North-South would make 
if they fulfilled the contract and 
decided that he would at least cash 
in his ace. Obvious}y, however, he 
took the one sure way to lose it.. 
Declarer ruffed and, guided ‘by 
West's double, et the heart jack 
ride through. When it held, the ace 
was cashed. Then a spade was led 
to the ace. Next a low club was 
ruffed with declarer’s last trump, 
the ten, after which the diamond 
ace was laid down and a diamond 
was ruffed with the heart nine. 
West’s trump queen was picked up 
by the king and declarer then mer- 
rily ran off four club tricks, dis- 
carding his three losing spades and 
one diamond. Obviously, he then 
claimed the balance with the spade 
and diamond kings. The opponents 
had not been conceded a single 
trick. 

West plaintively explained to his 
partner that he had had every suit 
“stopped,” hence had thought it im- 
possible for the opponents to fulfill 
their slam. It goes without saving 
that he had calculated foolishly. 
The only reasonably sure trick he 
had held was the club aceyand even 
that had evaporated. Any value to 
be attached to his heart queen had 
been largely destroyed by his double 
and, as far as spade or diamond 
tricks were concerned, these were, 
to put it mildly, highly proble 
matic. North’s club bid and strong 
heart raise had indicated few 
spades, hence it was absurd for 
West to count on tricks in that suit. 
A queen in the fourth suit, dia- 
monds, should scarcely have been 
considered a bulwark of defense. 
Thus, West should have maintained 
an oysterlike silence and merely 
hoped to defeat the contract. Inci- 
dentally, a diamond opening would 
have given declarer something to 
think about, but at no time was the 
contract in jeopardy.
